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Continuation of part 3: The proposed amendment will not be entered as it changes the scope of 
the invention and requires a new reconsideration and search of the prior art. For example, claim 
50 now encompasses embodiments that express at least 2 or 3 proteins, whereas prior to the 
amendment claim 50 was limited to embodiments where no more than 3 proteins were 
expressed. As currently written, claim 50 uses open claim language to describe the expression 
construct (i.e. "comprising" in line 4 of the claim) and does not limit the claim to expression of 
only 2 or 3 proteins. Thus, the scope of the claim would be changed and would require a new 
search of the patent and nonpatent literature. Further, the amendment would require 
reconsideration of the art already of the record where more than three proteins are expressed 
from the nonreplicating expression construct. 

Continuation of part 11: Arguments directed to the amended claims are moot since the 
amendment has not been entered. It is noted, however, that as written in the proposed 
amendment there would be no limitation that the expression construct be limited to expression of 
only 2 to 3 cistrons. Nor are applicants' arguments convincing with regard to support in the 
originally filed application and claims for limiting the expression construct to expression of only 
2 to 3 cistrons. For example, the first citation provided in applicants' response from page 6 of 
the specification only indicates that the constructs are useful for expressing two to three cistrons 
upon introduction into a mammalian cell, but does not preclude the expression of more than two 
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to three cistrons. Similarly, the second citation from page 6 of the instant specification does not 



preclude expression of additional cistrons.
